The Trail of Broken Treaties 


Indians Demonstrate in Washington 


Mr. Brant Joseph Mara- 
cle, 32, a well known Tyen- 
dinaga Mohawk Indian, who 
recently attended the North 
American Indian demonstrat- 
ion in Washington, D.C., 
had many comments to make 
about the occurences in Was- 
hington when he returned to 
Deseronto this week. 

Many Indians, represent- 
otive of tribes and nations all 
over the North American con- 
tinent converged on Washing- 
ton last week to follow the 
"Trail of Broken Treaties". 
The demonstration was init- 
jated as a highly organized, 
peaceful manoeuvre, care- 
fully planned and clearly 
outlined in a schedule of act- 
ivities. In addition to the 
presentation of a 20 point sol- 
ution paper to government 
representatives, other impor- 
tant activities listed in the 
schedule were the following: 


It is not the purpose of 
the American Indian Assembly 
in Washington, D.C. to cause 
civil disorder, black traffic, 
burn flags, destroy property 
or shoot obscenities in the _ 
streets. 

Under the guidance of 
the "Great Spirit", we the 
Natives of this land, do here- 
by assemble in the Capitol 
of the United States of Amer- 
ica in order to focus attent- 
jon on the Treaties, Laws, 
Rules, Regulations and Polic- 
jes that rob Indian People of 
their pride and dignity. 


We, the Native People 
of this hemisphere, demand 
that the Government of the 
United States honor and take 
positive action to fulfill its | 
treaty obligations with the 
Natives of Canada, Mexico, 
the United States and its terr- 
itories. 

We, the Native People 
of this hemisphere, demand 
that the Government of the 
United States cause the enac- 
tment of Congressional legis- 
lation that will remove Indian 
Affairs from the natural res- 
ource department of the Int- | 
erior and establish a Federal 
Indian Commission responsible 
directly to the President. 

In this rich and most | 
powerful nation, we Indian 
People have been forced to 
exist in poverty while our 
Counterparts flourished in on 
everincreasing affluent society. 

We seek, urge and dem- 
and that the candidates for 
the presidency from the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties | 
meet with the membership of 
the TRAIL OF BROKEN TREA- 
TIES and expound upon their 


positions affecting the Native 
American People. We seek a 
pledge from each candidate 


which will consummate those 
previously stated objectives 
of the TRAIL OF BROKEN 
TREATIES, whose theme is 
"The Pan-American Native 
Quest for Justice." 

Once in Washington, 
however, the organization 
disintegrated, mainly because 
the authorities had failed to 
provide adequate facilities for 
the large numbers of natives 
who went to Washington to 
participate in the demonstrat- 
jon. 

Mr. Maracle provided us 
with the news release, also 
featured in this edition, out- 
lining the events in Washing- 
ton. 

During their stay in Wash- 
ington, the natives also drew 
up a schedule of nine demands, 
titled the Trail of Broken 
Treaties Pan American Native 
Quest for Justice. The dem- 
ands were as follows: 

1. We demand that we get 
the Executive and Legislative 
action on our twenty (20) 

point solution papers. 

2. We demand that John Crow 
be relieved of his duty as 
Deputy Commissioner. 

3. We demand that Harrison 
Loesch be relieved of his duty

The parade will form up out- 
side the legion hall at 10:45 
a.m. to march to the cenotaph 
for 11:00a.m.

6. We demand that commitm- 
ents made to Indian People 
over the Johnson-O'Malley 
Issue in Oklahoma be honored 
and be written to the people. 
7. We demand that urban and 
landless Indians be given pro- 
per services entitled to them 
same as treaty Indians (med- 
ical, etc.). 

8. We demand that all bones 
and artifacts of our ancestors 
be restored to our people for 
reburial. 

9. We demand that Bob Rob- 
ertson be relieved of his duty 
as Director of National Coun- 
cil on Indian Opportunity and 
be replaced by an Indian. 

Washington authorities 

have repeatedly set back the 
deadline for the evacuation of 
the Indians from the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs building in Wash- 
ington. At present the dead- 
line is set for 8:00 p.m. on 
Wednesday. The natives are 
determined to meet violence 
with violence, and to take a 
life for a life, if necessary. 
This is the greatest confront- 
ation between the whites and 
the Indians for 200 years. Many 
Indians from Canada partic- 
ipated, since the Indian peo- 
ple claim to be North Amer- 
icans, not Americans or Can- 
adians. 

Mr. Maracle left Wash- 
ington for Ottawa to offer 
help to Caughnawaga 8 - a 
band of Indians who had ref- 
used to vacate the Department 
of Indian Affairs building in 
Ottawa until their demands 
are met - their chief demand 
is that financial aid should be 
given to the Indian oriented 
school in Caughnawaga. Un- 
known to the Indians in Wash- 
ington, the building had been 
vacated last Friday. 

On his way to Ottawa 
Mr. Maracle stopped at the 
Onondaga nation to consult

Deseronto Council has 
received a letter from the 
Department of Transportation 
and Communications stating 
that Highway 502 will be 
turned back to the counties of 
Hastings and Lennox & Addin- 
gton as soon as construction 
on the new overpass at the 
north-west end of Napanee 
is completed. Some discussion 
arose over the possibility 
that Highway 2 might also be 
turned back to the counties, 
but council was assured that 
there were no immediate 
plons for this. 

The Deseronto j.ions Club 
asked council to rezone their 
property at the east end of 
town from residential to com- 
mercial in case they have to 
build their medical centre 
there.

assembly of the chiefs of the 
six nations of the lroquoian 
Confederacy, and to acquaint 
them with the occurences in 
Washington. It has cons2q- 
uently been suggested that the 
chiefs, and two’appointed 
spokesmen from the demon- 
strators should now confer in 
Washington with the govern- 
ment authorities about the 
questions raised by the Indian 
demonstration. 

Mr. Maracle is an active 
worker for the Indian cause. 
He is the author of the "Fever 
and Frustration of the’ Indian 
Heart", and an International 
lecturer on the Indian cause 
and the culture and customs 
of the North American Indian. 
He has a lecture scheduled 
on November 30th at Quinte 
High School in Belleville, 
where he will address the 
general student assembly at 
1;30 p.m.

On Wednesday morming 
we Natives arrived in Wash- 
ington, D .C.......and for 
all purposes there was a lack 
of proper housing and facil- 
ities. Churches that had op- 
ened their doors to civil 
right, peace movements, etc. 
suddenly closed their doors 
to the American Indians. In 
this period just prior to the 
U.S. Nov. 7th Presidential 
elections we feel that this 
sudden closing of doors was 
the result of definite govern- 
ment directives, President 
Nixon didn't want the polit- 
ical waters further disturbed, 
the minorities and general 
U.S. public stirred over the 
injustices that the Govern- 
ment was perpetuating against 

the American Natives. 

On Thursday morning 
approximately 500 of us Na- 
tives went to the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs Bullding, Con- 
stitution Avenue to fequest 
proper housing and facilities, 
Our request wos turned down 
flat. |t seems rather strange 
that adequate housing could 
not be arranged by the lnter- 
ior Department while millions 
and millions of dollors can 
be spent on an unjust war in 
Asia, while the debt to the Am- 
erican Indian is near totally 


forgotten.

Thursday afternoon, and 
in the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
building we were addressed 
by the Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior Department, 
Harrison Loesch.

Maracle told the Scanner re- 
porter on Tuesday, that Mr. 
Allen Brooks, station manager 
of CKWS in Kingston, has in- 
formed him both by mail and 
telephone, that the "Stoned 
Ranger" features which were 
broadcast twice daily on CKWS 
will be definitely dropped this 
Friday, Nov. 17th. 

Mr. Maracle commended 
Mr. Brooks and the manoge- 
ment for what he termed "a 
most worthy decision".

Tyendinaga 1846 


BAY OF QUINTE 

There is a great deal of 
fine land on its banks, but some 
parts of its borders ore rather 
marshy. The towns of Belleville 
and Picton are situated on the 
bay; the former in the Victoria, 
and the latter in the Prince 
Edward, District. There is also 
on the bay, in the township of 
Tyendinaga, a settlement of 
Mohawk Indians. 

These Indians separated 
from the Mohawk nation and 
settled in their present locality 
about the year 1784. In 1793 
they received from the Crown 


tll ee 


a grant of land, containing a- 
bout 92,700 acres; but of this, 
in 1820, they surrendered 
33,280 acres, in exchange for 
an annuity of F450. Their es- 
tate was then reduced to_59, 
400 acres. From this the sur- 
veyor general deducts 14,773 
acres for crown and clergy 
reserves; viz., 6,858 for the 
former, and 7,915 for the latter. 
In December 1835 they made a, 
further surrender of 27,857 acres, 
in trust, to be disposed of for 
their benefit; so that their pre- 
sent possessions do not exceed 
16,800 acres. 
The Indians live for the 
most part in detached farms, 
scattered over the reserve. Their 
present number is 383. They 
have 1,368 acres of land cleared, 
and about 500 acres under till- 
age. Some of them cultivate 
considerable quantities of land, 
so much as fifty acres; but in 
general the quantity is much 
less. There have been some 
instances of successful industry 
and thriftiness in this commun- 
ity. One of their chiefs, named 
Hill, who died a few years ago, 
was remarkable for his industr- 
ious habits, and for o desire 
to occumulate property. Bes- 
ides his homestead, to the cult- 


~ come too small for the congre- 
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ivation and improvement of 
which he paid more than ordin- 
ary attention, he became poss- 
essed, by purchase, of some of 
the farms and improvements of 
other Indians; and at his death, 
left them, by will, to porticular 
members of his family, who are 
at this day in full enjoyment of 
them. 

One of his sons, who is 
catechist to the missionary at 
the settlement, recently applied 
for a loan to enable him to 
build a wharf and commence bu- 
siness as a general trader among 
his brethren, in partnership 
with a white man. They possess 
stock and agricultural implements 


corresponding to their progress 
in husbandry. Some of them grow: 
a considerable surplus of grain 
for sale. 

These Indians have long 
been Christians, probably before 
their arrival in Canada. A 
missionary was first appointed to 
the settlement in 1810, by the 
Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts: 
their present missionary has 
been among them eleven years, 
and reports that, during that 
period, they have made a gra- 
dual advance in morals, piety, 
and industry.

Many of the people on 
the Tyendinaga Reserve are 
very disturbed by the recent 
activism on the part of some 
Indians, Chief Earl Hill told 
us today. The majority of the 
native people work quietly 
and steadily towards equality 
and recognition, and are af- 
raid that activism on the part 
of a few impatient Indians 
could destroy the amicable 
relations that they have built 
up over the years. 

The issue came to a head 
over the demonstration held 
in Washington this month, when 
Indians from all over North 
America descended on the 
Bureau for Indian Affairs and 
took over the building. Re- 
ports on the amount of damage 
done to the building vary, but 


it is certain that they removed 
valuable Indian artifacts, and 
also that they went through 
the files in the offices and 
removed certain documents. 
Most of the local Mohawks are 
concerned that this gives a 
bad impression of the behav- 
iour of Indian people, and 
sets a poor example to their 
own young people. 

The second incident was 
closer to home. Some of the 
Tyendinaga Mohawks, led by 
Brant Maracle and supported 
by non-native students, plan- 
ned a demonstration outside 
the CKWS building in King- 
ston last week, to protest ag- 
ainst the "Stoned Ranger" fea- 
tures which the radio station 
was broadcasting twice daily. 
Although no demonstration

These 
individuals felt that the matter 
had been satisfactorily settled, 
and that it was no longer nec- 
essary to picket the CKWS 
building. 

The advertisements feat-

No. 102 "Dosoronto" 
Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Oddfellows received 
their Charter on the 15th of 
November 1872. That year 
No. 1 Bylaw was passed.in 
what was then the village of 
Mill Point, and in 1881 was 
was then renamed Deseronto, 
still as a village, until 1888 
when it became a town. 

Many people have wondered 
why a group of people would 
be called oddfellows, the 
reason was, that a few men 
were helping widows, caring 
for sick, and giving aid to 
orphans, this being done with- 
out remuneration, they were 
thought to be odd, but they 
considered that there is grea- 
ter satisfaction in giving then 
receiving. 

The Oddfellows were 
organized in April 26th, 1819 
in the North American Con- 
tinent at Baltimore by a Mr. 
Thomas Wildey and four other 
oddfellows from England. 
Today the Order has more than 
a million members in Canada 
and 17 foreign countries. 

The Oddfellows are the largest 
fraternity in the world under 
one leader. 

The Oddfellows motto is 
"Friendship, Love and Truth” 
and their object is to "Improve 
and Elevate the Character 
of Man. 

Odd Fellowship was the 
first fraternity to recognize 
the humane value of woman- 
hood, admitting women as 
members 70 years before they 
were allowed to vote in the 
United States, in fact, it was 
the first women's fraternal 
organization in the world, 
and called the "Rebekah 
Branch" of Oddfellowship. 

Oddfellows originated 
the concept of Homes for the 
aged, and today we have 64, 
that care for aged members 
and children of deceased mem- 
bers around the world.

On Tuesday, Nov. 28th 
Deseronto holds its All Cand- 
idates Night. The meeting 
will take place after the 
Scanner goes to press, and 
since the next edition will not 
be published until Wednesday 
Dec. 6th, the Scanner con- 
tacted all the candidates who 
could be reached, so that 
those electors who do not att- 
end the meeting will also 
know what the candidates think 
about current issues, and 
what their platforms are. 

Of the six men standing 
for the three council seats, 
Mr. Peter Dickinson, who is 
up for re-election to council 
said that his primary aim is to 
control the taxes. He stated 
that he did not think it would 
be possible to decrease the 
taxes, but that the rate of 
increase must be controlled in 
the future. He is also part- 
icularly interested in recreat- 
ion, and has served as chair- 
man of the recreation comm- 
ittee this year; he hopes that 
work on the rink can be 
started during 1973-74, 

Mr. Fletcher Vick, who 
is also standing for re-election 
is out of town at present, 
and was not available for 
comments. 

The remaining four nomin- 
ees for council are all new- 
comers.

Mr. Whalen 
says he has no axe to grind with 
the present council, but that 
he would like to see further 
improvements in the town, 
especially as far as the streets 
are concerned, He is partic- 
ularly interested in improving 
the condition of the streets 
throughout the whole town to 
reduce the dust in summertime 
and to ensure adequate snow 
removal in the winter. He 
would like to see snow remov- 
al from sidewalks extended to 
all streets, not just the main 
ones, and especially along 
Dundas Street so that "school- 
children" do not have to walk 
on the highway. Mr. Whalen 
says that if he is elected he 
is prepared to work for the good 
of the town and all its citizens.

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BY-LAW NUMBER 1416 


\ A BY-LAW TO REGULATE PARKING ON STREETS FROM 
DECEMBER 15th TO MARCH 31st IN THE FOLLOWING YEAR. 


THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF DESERONTO 

ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. THAT in order to facilitate the plowing and removal of 
snow, no vehicle shall be parked between the hours of 
1:00 A.M, and 8:00 A.M. on any street in the Town of 
Deseronto. 


2. THAT any vehicle so parked in violation of this BY-LAW 
may be removed at the owner's expense and subject to a 
fine of $5.00 for each offence. 


3. THAT this BY-LAW shall come into force and effect when a 
true copy of same has been published three times in a local 
newspaper having general circulation in the Municipality 
and the provisions of this BY-LAW be carried out at the 
discretion of the Chief of Police. 


4, THAT in each year subsequent to the year in which the fore- 
going notification is first published, the Clerk shall cause 
to be published three times, in a local newspaper having 


general circulation in the Municipality a true copy of 
the BY-LAW. 


5. RAT this BY-LAW shall supersede any previous By-Laws 
pertaining to the plowing or removal of snow.
